JEremiah Skelton^ who lived with his father Dmid 
Skellm^ at Warky in ^ the Vicaridge of Halifax In 

Tmkpin^ obferviog a vStbrni eofniog^ laid, I think it 
will be Rain, I will go and gather in fbnie of tlie Corn 
(a late Harv^ft, which has been very unkindly in fcime 

parts of the North) which was out at a Fafm they had 

in the C^idEJge^ about a Qtitrier of a Mife from their 
own Dwelliog ; while at this Work, brioging in a Bur- 
den and cafting It upon iheSarii-Floor^ the Tempcil be- 
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gun IS lie came forth again ; m^ficreupon he ftep'd afide 
tor flielt€r"withio the Barn- Door, and while there, was 
firuck with a dreadful Fkfli of Fire* a young Womno that 
liv'd w^ith her Father in the Hoiife, thai briong'd to this 
Farin, being fadlj affiighrcd with tfje Thunder and 
Lightning (tor pari of the Sulphurous Matter came down 
the Chimney, and filfd the Houfe with a ftrong Scent, 
like that of Gunpowder afrei firing) ilie leaves the Houfe, 
and not feeing the your^g Man about the Barn, goes 
with fpeed and tells the Family he was related to, that 
llie fear'd he was flain.
